Power commission 
today 
notified 


governors of Utah, Colorado, 
New 


Mexico and Wyoming of its inten- 
tion to consider applications for pow- 
er permits in the Colorado river Bas- 
in. The announcement was made by 
Secretary "Wilbur, the acting chair- 
man of the commission.

brewing over the plan of Secretary 
Wilbur of the interior department to 
lease power at Boulder dam. 


Governor Bern of Utah who is here 


insists that the interior department 
has broken faith with the upper 
basin states in that the proposed ar- 
rangement does not give Utah 
a 


chance to participate in surplus earn- 
ings. 


"The state of Utah," said the gov- 


ernor, "made possible the passage of 
the Boulder canyon project act by 
ratifying the Colorado river compact 
. on ,a six state basis. Utah took this 
o^nion on the condition.that the gov- 
ernment, should jeveloV "ihe (Colo- 
rado -river according- to a compre- 
hensive plan, of which the Boulder 
canyon project should be the first 
unit, and that the Boulder dam pow- 
er dam should be sold at fair mar- 
ket prices so that not only should 
the government's investment be re- 
turned within 50 years, but that the 
surplus earnings might be used to 
build'up a fund out of which other 
proposed projects, such as Flaming 
Gorge and Dewey, might be built. 


WANT EVEN STATUS 


"Amendments to this end 
were 


written into the act before passage, 
.and we lelt that a settlement had 
been reached -whereby all the states 
in the Colorado river basin should 
(jcnet'it by the government's develop- 
ment of the river. It was assumed 
that Utah, no less than California, 
would thereby receive cheap electric 
power to promote 
her 
industrial 


growth. 
"The allocation of the power to be 


developed by the 
Boul'.lcr 
canyon 


dam project completely ignores the 
condition upon which Utah ratified 
the six-state compact and supported 
the bill. The power is now proposed 
to be sold at the lowest price that 
\iill return the government's invest- 
ment in 50 years; hence there will 
be no surplus earnings out oC which 
additional projects might be built.

be reelected.

Finanna Fail, principal opposition 
element, in the absence of Eamonn 
de Valera in America, announced 
that his party v-'ould nominate Mr. 
De "Valera as president. 
The Dail 


then adjourned until "Wednesday. 


Decision to resign was reached 


at a party meeting today to discuss 
the situation created by last night's 
defeat 
of the government 
on a 


private opposition members's bill in- 
volving an increase in expenditures 
on old-age pensions. 


Under the Free State constitution 


procedure in the Dail regarding the 
election, of a. government is that a 
change of ministries does not in- 
volve a geenral election. 


Men are nominated for the presi- 


dency and if those men are defeated 
others may be proposed until some- 
one obtains a majority. 


Cosgrave's supporters, forecasting 


his reelection, today said the defeat 
might prove a blessing in disguise 
by giving the government a strong- 
er hold on the members of its own 
party whose discipline has been lax.

March 29, must be construed as an 
unwillingness to debate the real is 
sue in Kenosha. 


The- city manager campaign com. 


mittee has taken the position that 
so long as the opponents 
of city 


manager government have dragged 
the Kenosha situation into the Ap- 
pleton campaign they should be will- 
ing to discuss 1t pn its merits. The 
city manager committee tins stated 
that the Kenosha situation in reality 
has no bearing on the Appleton cam 
paign because the difficulties there 
were of purely local nature, but in- 
asmuch as opponents have injected 
it into the campaign they should be 
willing to have'the truth of the mat- 
ter given to the voters.

In order 
that those details may be ar- 
ranged may we a*k that this 
challenge be accepted or reject- 
ed not later than twelve o'clock

Saturday, March 29th. 


Your failure to reply before that 
time will be interpreted to mean 
that you are unwilling to debate 
the real situation in Kenosha.

to thirty cities are joining tho ranks every 
year. 
Campaigns for adoption of the city 


manager form are being held in all parts of 
the country this spring and reports indicate 
(hat a vast majority of them will be success- 
ful. 


The wide spread desire of taxpayers every- 


where to adopt this modern, efficient and rep- 
resentative form of government is caused by 
the great record for accomplishment and suc- 
cess that has been made in city manager 
cities. The plan spreads particularly fast in 
states where there are a number of city man- 
ager communities. 
As nearby cities view 


the success of city manager plan in their 
neighboring- towns they also uutit to adopt 
it and profit front its more efficient manage- 
ment of city business.

Another striking illustration of how a city 


can keep its operating costs down and at the 
same time embark on an extensive service 
program without putting a heavy burden on 
tho taxpayers is Newport News, Va. This 
city of 52,000 people, more than twice as 
large as Appleton, last year spent only $591,- 
000 to pay all its expenses, including $70,000 
for permanent improvements. Appleton, with 
25,000 people, spent $806,000. The cost of city 
government per person was more than twice 
as high in Appleton as in Newport News, 
where ;i city manager is in charge of city 
business. 
Newport News has much larger 


police and fire departments than Appleton 
and they coat a good deal more, n.s is (o be 
expected in a city of 52,000, and the city 


spends about three times as much for parks 
as Appleton, expending $70,851 for that pur- 
poso last year. 
Its health work is much 


morn extensive and costs more than twice 
as much as Appleton, and yet, after giving 
all these additional services the total cost of 
:i city 52.000 people under tho city manager 
plan is less than a city of 25,000 under the 
aldermnnic system. 


Then (hero is I^ynchburg, Va., a city of 


•10.000 people \\liicli paid all its expenses last 
year, including $125.000 for permanent im- 
provements, for slightly less than $900,000 
anil had :i surplus of $15,000 left in the treas- 
ury. This rity of 40.000 people has 53 police- 
men and 62 firemen, costing the city just 
about $200,000 and It has 40 persons working 
lull time and part time in the health depart- 
ment for which it spent $10,000 last year. 
Tho city has 110 miles of street, 100 miles of 
which are uitvcil, and the total cost of clean- 
ing, repairing. 
flushing and oiling 
these 


streets was $22.000. Appleton, with 73 miles 
of street, or just about half as many an 
I.yiiehlinrg, paid $130,000 for the same service. 
In other words Appleton spent about six 
times as much for cleaning, repairing and 
maintaining 
half as many 
streets as tho 


city of J.yiichburg. 
The cost in Appleton 


was about 12 times tho cost In I>ynchburg. 
Tho Virginia city operates under the city 
manager plan and Appleton under the at- 
derinunic plan. 


There are many other city manager cities 


in the United States in which comparisons 
.hist as interesting can bo made. 
All of 


tho cities compared In this are as large or 
larger than Appleton and yet all of them are 
transacting the municipal business for the 
samp or less money than Appleton. 


While there may be different climatic con- 


ditions in Appleton than In some of the cities 
mentioned, those conditions cannot bfl held 
responsible for all the differences in the cost 
of maintaining streets. 
The differences in 


climiite are more than offset by the increased 
mlleago iu tho other cities and yet the total 
cost in Appleton under alflcrmanic govern- 
ment, is » grcnt deal more than in the city 
manager cities.

ler, city manager of Janesville for 
the past six years, explained the his- 
tory, operation and advantages of 
this form of government to an audi- 
nce of 250 in the high school audi- 
orium Thursday evening. 
"If the manager of a city is a

Tha. .trouble started when Russia asserted a 


protectorate over the Greek Christians in Turk- 
ish dominions. Believing none of the'powers in 
Europe was in a position to interfere with him, 
Nicholas I of Russia took this opportunity to 
send troops into Turkey. 


When Turkey declared war on Russia, England 


and France, wary of the aggressive policy of 
Russia, joined forces with the Sultan. The war 
was a long, drawn-out affair with both sides 
claiming a share of victories. After the com- 
mander of the Russian forces blew up his forti- 
fications and retreated into the hills, all parties 
were ready for peace, which was signed at Paris 
March 30, 1S56. 
It was during this war that Florence Nightin- 


gale, famous nurse, did her heroic hospital work 
among- the cholei-a-strieken ranks of the Eng- 
lish. This war also commemorates the valiant but 
ill-advised "Charge oC the Light Brigade."

Ralph O. Clock, of New York, have 
employed normal hors&: serum in the 
treatment oC burns, after the meth- 
od o£ Robinson and they praise it 
highly. - It is simple, easily applied, 
and does not soil bed linen or cloth- 
ing. It has' yielded far better re- 
sults than any other method they 
have '.tried in the treatment of burns 
by fire, hot water- or acicls. They 
find that it prevents evcessive scar 
formation and favors rapid forma- 
tion oC new epidermal tissue. It is 
painless. It prevents infection of the 
burn. They believe it tends to pre- 
vent the absorption of toxins, which 
is a grave complication in some se- 
vere burns. 


Normal horse serum is furnished 


to physicians only, by licensed man- 
ufacturers of antitoxins and other 
biological products — licensed by 
the government. The usual prepara- 
tion contains a smalV proportion of 
crcsol as preservative, and this ra- 
ther enhances tho- value of it in the 
treatment of burns, according to 
Monteith and 'Clock, as it serves as 
an antiseptic., AVhen the horse serum 
is sprayed on the burn it coagulates 
tho exuding tissue plasma and thus 
provides tho cells with a physiologic 
nutriment, so that tlio 
cells can 


grow - arid multiply and form new, 
healthy epidermal tissue. 


Before the first application of the 


normal horso serum to a burn which 
has been otherwise treated, it is ad- 
visable to bathe the burn carefully 
with warm normal salt solution, to 
facilitate removal of devitalized tis- 
sue and prevent absorption of toxins 
formed in the burned tissue. Dre. 
Monteith and Clock observed rise 
of temperature in ono or two of the 
carliei- cases, shortly after the first 
application of the horse serum, and 
they ascribe that to the absorption 
of toxins from the burned tissue in- 
to the blood.

that no known, remedy "heals" a 
wound or burn and no specific rem- 
edy will prevent scars from wounds 
or burns. Ot" course nature docs all 
hei' own lioaling at her own rate. 
Tho best we can do is to strive to 
interfere as littlo as possible with 
natural healing or repair. This, it 
seems to me, tho normal horse se- 
rum treatment achieves. Tho more 
natural and undisturbed tho healing 
process tho Ices occasion for the 
formation of scar.

tions b« abolished. He T\ill advocate 
that they ba devoted to "regional" 
services and predicts that the public 
then will be more adequately served 
and the radio problem solved. 


"We cannot have so many favor- 


ed big fellows as now without having 
loo much under-doss," Judge-Robin- 
son asserted. 
"By all means let us 


equalize the whole thing by appro- 
priate regional services which can 
b-> brought about only through the 
elimination of cleared channels." 


Always an opponent of high pow- 


er and cleared channels, Judge Rob- 


inson Is convinced that the preaent 
set-up of stations has failed the in- 
terest* of the public. He believe* 
that regional stations of moderate 
power 
scattered 
throughout 
the 


country can give the public a more 
diversified and superior service. He 
deplores the assignment of 40 of the 
90 channels available to the United 
States for the individual use of high- 
powered stations during 
evening 


hours. 


"I would devote all cleared chan- 


nels to regional uses, thereby 
re- 


lieving the squeeze now interfering 
with the. small stations." he declar- 
ed. 
"There 
is no reason in the 


world why any one ot the channels 
now cleared cannot be used by at 
"east two stations, widely separated 
geographically, thereby releasing one 
channel for use elsewhere. 


"I favor power comparable to the 


aioa served. There is only one prac- 
tical solution to the. radio problem 
and tS»at is through dependable reg- 
ional stations.

forcement. Strangely 
enough, he 


finds thai the most Important op- 
position to his bill emanates from 
the Hoover administration Itself. For 
Attorney General Mitchell has stat- 
ed publicly that certain provisions 
or the measure aie altogether too 
drastic, -whereas Senator Howell says 
that if these provisions are omit- 
ted there might as -well ha no bill 
passed at all.

McFadden Charges These 


German Securities Cannot 
Be Legally Issued 


Washington —.(&> — A warning 
against the purchase by Americans 
of German reparations bonds and a 
charge that these securities are -il- 
legal, have been issued by Chairman 
McFadden of the house 
banking 


committee. 
He asserted that the bank for in- 
ternational settlements was formed 
for the purpose of mobilizing Amer- 
ican financial resources \vith those 
of Europe through the sale in this 
country of millions of dollars worth 
of German reparations bonds and a 
consequent flow of gold to Europe, 


The purchase of these bonds he 
described as an entangling alliance 
that will "drag us into the world 
court, the bank for international set- 
tlements, and eventually into the 
league of nations." 
McFadden made these assertions 


in a radio address last night over 
a nation-wide hookup under the aus- 
pices of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 


He said he was calling upon the 
state department to advise American 
investors as to whether "these com- 
mercialized 
German 
reparations 


bonds are legal," adding that the 
agreement signed by Germany under 
the Dawes and Young committees 
"is held by good authority to be void 
by law."

Summer At Villa On Lake 


, Castel Gandolfo, ItaJ;— M>)—Papal 
gendarmes, in their gaudy old-world 
costumes, have taken over the Villa 
Barberini here m behalf of Pope 
Pius XI, for here the pope will un- 
doubtedly come this summer to 
spend the hot months in this high, 
cool and shady spot. He will be the 
first pope in 60 years to spend his 
summer outside the Vatican. 


Workmen will arrive soon to put

The -United States was a party to 


20 of the new treaties, which are re- 
garded in Geneva 
as indicating a 


word disposition to turn away from 
war as a means of determining the 
issue of mtei national controversies 


While the Washington government 
is easily leader in numbers of trea- 
ties of this kind registered during 
the past year, they are less compre- 
hensive than most of those in which 
other countries are the parties. They 
reflect clearly the traditional Amer- 
ican policy of avoiding Euiopean en- 
tanglements. 


Nine of the American treaties are 
treaties of conciliation embracing no 
special features; eleven of them are 
treaties of arbitration of one stand- 
ard type. These eleven provide for 
arbitration in disputes of a legal na- 
ture only, and include four Kinds of 
reservations: disputes coming within 
the domestic jurisdiction of states, 
disputes affecting 
the interests of 


third powers, disputes affecting the 
Alonroe Doctrine, and those affecting 
obligations under the covenant or the 
-League of Nations. 


In treaties concluded between oth- 
er countries, the following tenden- 
cies are observed: to provide m tho

WILL GET TEST SOON 


Plenty of Excitement Is Due 


W h e n General Crosby 
Takes Charge

. Washinfton—The first 
phase of 


President 
Hoover's 
program 
for 


making 'Washington a "model dry 
city" will begin when General Her- 
bert E. Crosby, now the army's chief 
of cavalry,- takes office as one of 
the District of Columbia's commis- 
sions, in charge of the police force. 


Crosby's name will be sent to the 


senate for confirmation late 
this 


month. Although there will be some 
opposition, such as that voiced by 
several local groups on the ground 
tliat the law provides for the ap- 
pointment of a civilian, the general 
will resign from the army and the 
expectation is that the appointment 
will be upheld. Dry senators will not 
care to place themselves in the posi- 
tion of helping to block one of the 
Hoover enforcement measures. 


HE MEANS BUSINESS 


The president has said that the 


Crosby appointment would "guaran- 
tee to the capital and the nation at 
large that the capital of the nation 
shall be free of organized crime." 
He had previously explained that he 
offered the job to seven other per- 
sons before going to the army for 
a man, but no one doubts that Mr. 
Hoover means business and that he 
especially wants to cut down the 
liquor traffic, 
which has 
always 


flourished here to an unseemly de- 
gree. 
Crosby's Ideas on the situation he 


faces are not yet known. He is said 
to have been a good disciplinarian 
in the cavalry but has not been re- 
garded as a martinet.

• Wilbur, who sent out pep letters to 
• the, state educational officials about 
' the ambitious plan. 


EDUCATORS SCOFFED AT PLAN 
Educators appeared • to be consid- 


erably surprised. 
There are about 


five million persons in the country 
over 10 years old -tvho cannot write 
in' any language, or perhaps one in 
20. Most of them, live in rural dis 
tricts. The idea that any large num. 
ber of them could be made literate in 
such a short time-had never occurred 
to'the educators. In -fact, the Ameri 
can Federation of Teachers* though 
it was nothing short of absurd anc 
it addressed a strong protest to Wil 
bur in which the federation alleged 
that the campaign was educationally 
and socially unsound, its methods 
superficial and only pseudo-efficien 
and the whole scheme apparently i 
mere political gesture likely to in 
jure the cause of literacy. 


An illiterate can't become liter 
at* by taking a few lessons, the 
teachers insisted, and "only intellec 
tual giants can. master, reading and 
"Writing habits in a. few months." 


But, 
now that the teachers anx 


others have become so excited, thi 
official' explanation is given by th> 
national illiteracy committee to you 


• correspondent that It was only kid 
. (ling. Secretary "Wilbur, who used t 
"~ b'e president of 
Leland 
Stanforc 


University, never did actually believ 
that a million or so illiterates coul> 
be taught to read and write in a 
month or so. 


The thought in promoting that idee 


was simply to get everyone peppe 
up over the long time campaign 
against illiteracy. By appealing t 
national, state and local pride as we 
s.s to the personal pride of the illii 
erate himself with the impression 
that everyone might be made literal 
by census time, it was figured tha 
all concerned would become suffic 


iently stirred up to keep going with 
the committee's general program for 
an indefinite period. Thus, the illit- 
eracy figures for 
19SO presumably 


will be as humiliating as ever and 
the educators are advised nqt to take 
official announcements quite so se- 
riously. 


MANY STATES ORGANIZED 
So far, one learns from the com- 
mittee, some S3 states" have organiz- 
d their own campaigns in co-opera- 
.on. Some have made special appro- 
riations, others have found various 
ublic-spirited organizations •willing 
o help. The governors and state edu- 
ational supervisors get together and 
elect a committee of a doten or 
more of the state's most prominent 
citizens whose Job is to start a pub 
Icity campaign and get the state ex 
ited about the problem. Smaller 
Committees are organized in each 
ounty, with school superintendents 
as chairmen and as many wealthy 
jankers, wealthy as can be roped in. 


In each county an attempt is then 


made to get the names of the illit- 
erates through school teachers, pu- 
pils, physicians or other sources. As 
many illiterates as possible are per 
suaded to attend evening schools so 
as to learn their A-B-C's and find out 
what to do with them. Such schools 
are now being conducted in a major-
